4. Rejection of claims 6-9 under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, has not been 
overcome in the amendment filed on October 13, 2005. Rejection of claims 6-9 under 
35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, is maintained.

Reasons for Allowance 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1-4, 6-8, and 10-11 are neither anticipated nor rendered obvious over the 
art of record, and therefore are allowable. This invention relates to benzamine inhibitors 
of the R2X7 receptor. The closest reference .is Ashton et al. US 5,281 ,614, discloses 
substituted 1 ,2,4-triazoles bearing acidic functional groups as antgiotensin II 
antagonists. The difference between Ashton et al. and instant claims is that the instant 
compounds of formula (I) have not been found. Suggestion for modification of above 
record to obtain the instant claimed compounds/compositions has not been found. 
Claims 1-4, 6-8, and 10-11 are allowed.
